X^blic hearing was heldTuc.sUay 
night on the {Hoposal by USA Waste to 
extend their contract and modify servic¬ 
es. Per Assembly Bill 939, the City of 
Sierra Madre is required by State law to 
reduce the amount of solid waste dis¬ 
posed of in landfills by the year 2000. 
The reduction can be most easily accom¬ 
plished by the diversion of green waste 
to other locations for recycling and oth¬ 
er uses. AB939 provides for hefty fines 
against cities which fail to comply with 
diversion requirements, although Senate 
Bill 1066 has modified AB939 and pro¬ 
vided for extensions for cities makjng 
good faith efforts to meet that goal. 

Sierra Madre led the way among lo¬ 
cal cities to meet the early requirement 
of AB939, a 25% diversion rate. That 
rate has slowly increased to around 30%, 
but is not on track to reach 50% in the 
next two years at this rate. According to 
a USA Waste survey, only 52% of Sier¬ 
ra Madreans are actively recycling. 

USA Waste has proposed a new sys¬ 
tem of refuse disposal, by which green 
waste would be collected separately, and 
household waste would include trash 
and recyclable materials, which would 
be taken to a Materials Recovery Facil¬ 
ity (MRF (pronounced “Murph”)), 
where it would then be separated, and 
nc«i-recyclable items taken to a landfill. 


USA waste isprepared to guarantee 
compliance with the 50% recycling re¬ 
quirement, and offers to indemnify the 
City of Sierra Madre against any non- 
compliance Enes, or against any expens¬ 
es incurred should the City need to Ele 
for an SB 1066 extension. 

In exchange for the contract exten¬ 
sion, USA Waste has offered to “lock 
in” the next two years of service at the 
current rate. Called an increase in ser¬ 
vice with no additional fee, this offer is 
under dispute by many residents who 
consider USA Waste’s proposed %-ga]- 
lon trash cans unwieldy, at best. The 96- 
gallon can would help keep USA 
Waste’s cost down, through automated 
equipment. The proposal has also come 
under fire by citizens who believe that 
after teaching so many of Sierra Madre’s 
residents to recycle, now we’d be telling 
them to go ahead and dump it all togeth¬ 
er; USA Waste will sort it out. But if 
USA Waste’s contract is nqt continued, 
what happens after Sierra Madre’s citi¬ 
zens become “untrained” to recycle? 

In response to a question from Coun- 
cilmember Maryann MacGillivray, 
Steve Tucker, USA Waste’s Vice Pres¬ 
ident in charge of sales and marketing, 
said that MRFing was not being done

for a greater benefit to the society. It’s better to allow 
someone else the opportunity, which might be limited 
due to the advantages an incumbent candidate enjoys.” 
Bartolai also made it official; he will not be rurming for 
City Council this year. “I’ve given it a whole lot of 
thought daily. My work commitments mean that I 
wouldn’t have the time that is required to do the job cor¬ 
rectly,” Bartolai explained. When Bartolai leaves the 
private sector, might we see another Council run from 
the three-time former councilmember? “I will definite¬ 
ly do something like that some time in the future,” he 
answered. 

City Cleric Nancy ShoUenberger noted that no one has 
ever challenged the two-term limit, and offered the opin¬ 
ion that “It probably wouldn’t be a good idea,” antici¬ 
pating a citizen backlash against anyone who would dis¬ 
regard the advisory measure. Bartolai agreed, saying, “I 
don’t think any candidate has been so popular that he 
would override the opposition.” 

MacGillivray has said that she never considered run¬ 
ning for a third term, but not because of fear of any back¬ 
lash. “I’ve had my eight years on the council,” said 
MacGillivray, ve done a number of things. Local gov¬ 
ernment needs to have people involved. We need fresh 
ideas and a fresh look. I think for the most part, it’s 
healthy to change.” 

How much of a hornet’s nest would a three-time can¬ 
didate stir up? It would test one’s sincerity in opposition 
to term limits if the choices were between a candidate 
he didn’t like, and one he liked, but who had already 
served twice. Harte’-Smith believes, “It would create 
quite an uproar,” but added, “I think it would be fiin.” 

Agreeing with Harte’-Smith in principle is Sierra 
Madre resident Tom Canterbury, who asks rhetorical¬ 
ly, “Why exclude the people who can do it right? We’re 
penalizing people for being experienced. How many 
terms would Lincoln have deserve? If you think some¬ 
one has been in office too long, just don’t vote for him.”
